Allwardt, was unanimously approved to
participate in the NERC Membership.

ATC Right to Maintain Interest — General Manager Young stated this is similar in the other
participation rights with ATC. Staff is recommending this be deferred and to allow WPPI to

pick up the investment rights.

The motion by Comm. Allwardt, seconded by Comm. Watson, was unanimously approved to
authorize WPPI to pick up the investment rights in ATC.

Item IX.  Project Reports, Water Plant Project — Supv. Jerry Sturm reported the project is still
progressing well and is on schedule.

Staff discovered four large butterfly valves in the old part of the plant which are completely worn
out, and one is broken. The valves need to be replaced, and the estimated cost for this work is
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$30,000. To refurbish the valves would cost more than the replacement cost, and the
replacement work will be scheduled as soon as possible.

Steam Plant Progress — Manager of Steam Production Dick Sturm reviewed activities at the
plant. Dresser Rand, Wellsville, is in the process of re-engineering both the high and low
pressure valves on the #5 turbine. The total redesign effort should be complete by the end of
January or early February. The baghouse project has been completed, and the R/O tank
insulation is underway.

General Manager Young stated the updated punch list and a strategic plan for the plant was
included with this month’s report. Eventually a financial piece will be added to each priority
item, and estimated revenue/cost savings will also be added.

The coal RFP was developed and delivered to the two major vendors. We will also be getting a
cost estimate from a major investor owned utility. Preliminary numbers should be available for
the next meeting, with a supplier being selected by mid-March or April.

There is no update to the fly ash testing project.

In reply to a question from Comm. Martenson, there have been no current discussions with SCA
since October.

Item X. Staff Reports, General Manager — General Manager Young reported the City has
elected to request proposals for their auditor services. Staff is recommending continuing to use
Schenck and Associates for the Utility audit because of their familiarity with the Steam Plant and
Water Plant projects. The City should have a decision made by the next Common Council
meeting. The Commission requested additional information on the implications of not using the
same auditor as the City.

The Arbitrator held a telephone status and scheduling conference on January 8, 2007.

The status conference dealt mainly with the City's effort to dismiss PCI's claims of "trade
libel" or disparagement. As you know, we had filed a Motion for Declaratory Relief on October
31, 2006, seeking to have this claim dismissed.

The Arbitrator gave PCI until February 16, 2007 to file a response brief. We have until
March 5, 2007 to file a reply brief. The Arbitrator has scheduled a status conference for March
8, 2007, again by telephone, and indicated he may rule on our Motion to Dismiss at that time, but
more likely will rule within the next ten days.

The Arbitrator briefly discussed scheduling this matter for a hearing. No hearing dates
have been set. It appears likely that the hearing will not be before the late summer or fall of
2007.

Re 2007 Equipment Purchasing

I have always attempted to keep estimated annual appropriations up to date by using
historical data along with additional intuitive bumps in an effort to accurately reflect
costs. The last three (3) to four (4) years we have been hearing about rising costs of
trucks and equipment. Until now no vendor has been able to or willing to give us a
definitive answer to how significant the increases would be.

The foundation I used in an attempt to keep dump trucks as current as possible is vehicle
#0026 which was purchased in 2002. This vehicle is a tandem axle dump truck and had a
total cost of $117.843.00. The chassis is a Peterbilt model 330 at $67,816.00 with the
body and accessories costing $49,977.00. By using this cost which is the most recent
dump truck purchased and coupling this data with anticipated increases I thought
rounding up the cost of replacing #0004, a single axle dump truck to $120.000.00 would
be a sound estimate. Since we listed this dump truck for replacement and appropriated
funds (June 2006) I have been informed that my $120.000.00 estimate is not adequate.

Along with E.P.A. regulations, incomprehensible rising prices, and our specifications it
appears that single axle dump trucks will be closer to $160,000.00 and tandem axle dump
trucks in the range of $200,000.00.

Now, I know what you are thinking.....”what did we do to the specifications to make
such a difference”? The only significant change we made was to require the box and salt
spreader to be stainless steel rather than conventional AR400 ¥4” steel. This upgrade
does not amount to a significant additional cost (approximately $7000.00, or 9%).

I have developed a theory that we are sending too much drive train life down the road
simply because corrosion has taken its toll on the cab and body. I have come to the
conclusion that municipalities must begin running these vehicles longer to use up more
drive train life and stainless steel will compliment this effort in the long run.

Cost recovery can be done one of two ways, either spike the replacement rate to be in
conjunction with cost or have more moderate replacement rates by extending the life span
of the dump trucks. I prefer the latter of the two.

At this point I recommend we postpone for one (1) year the replacement of the dump
trucks scheduled for replacement in the next few consecutive years so more accurate
funds can be allocated each fiscal period forthcoming. In addition I recommend moving
truck #0003 up from 2009 to 2007.

Truck #0003 is a 1993 low bed dump truck that is a sister vehicle to #0011 which was
replaced in 2006 for $58.695.00. My mechanics have assured me that #0003 would be
hard pressed to make it to 2009. By doing so we will move this vehicle out of the way
for future dump trucks and lower our anticipated 2007 expenditures by approximately

$100,000.00.

I also recommend the Board of Public Works arrange a committee meeting at some point
to physically observe our trucks and have our employees and staff explain the differences
and essential upgrades of the next generation dump trucks.

With the information recently acquired I'm sure the replacement cost of our sewer
cleaning vehicle (#0035) will be astonishing.

Each day about 4,000
youth (under the age of 18) try smoking for the first time. On average, the tobacco
industry addicts 1,500 youth every day. Ninety percent of daily adult smokers began
before the age of 18. These statistics dictate that in order to prevent youth from smoking,
we need to continue to restrict accessibility to tobacco products.

Winnebago County Tobacco Free Coalition has been conducting compliance checks
since 2002. Last year our rate of non-compliance was 37%, one of the highest in the
state. This year we are proud to report that at mid-year we were at a rate of 13% non-
compliance. We feel the biggest difference is the involvement from Law Enforcement

agencies issuing citations at the point of sale and reinforcing the message that it is illegal
to sell tobacco to a minor.

The Winnebago County Tobacco Free Coalition would like to thank you for your
commitment to reducing the rate of non-compliance of tobacco retailers who illegally sell
tobacco to minors. In the era of budget crunches and priorities, we recognize the

- difficulty to commit an officer or time of issuing citations to non-compliant retailers and
clerks.

As a thank you, we are pleased to award a check of $ 200.00, to Menasha Police
Department for your dedication of sending an officer to issue citations to non-compliant
establishments. Thank you for making a difference in the community.

In brief

The State’s Comprehensive Annual
Financial report (CAFR) is out. It
pegs the general fund deficit at
$2.15 billion for 2005-06. The
CAFR is prepared by the State
Controller according to generally
accepted accounting principles
(GAAP). Wisconsin has a history of
running GAAP deficits, but they have
deepened in recent years. In fiscal
2005, Wisconsin was one of only
three states with a GAAP deficit. In
per capita terms, ours was the
largest: $383.35 per person vs.
$240.10 for second-place Illinois.

Capitol notes

W /n 2005, U.S. citizens earned
70.3% of the nation’s PhD’s in
social sciences, 63.5% in life
sciences, 45.9% in physical sci-
ences, and 31.2% in engineering

ccording to the state’s newly re-

leased financial statements, Wis-
consin ended its 2005-06 fiscal year
with a $2.15 billion (b) general fund
deficit. This is $8.3 million (m) more
than last year and $231.6m more than
in 2003-04.

CAFR key to state finances

The figures are part of the state’s
Comprehensive Annual Financial Report
(CAFR). In lay terms, the CAFR is akin
to a corporate annual report that must
be prepared according to strict guidelines.

Similarly, in preparing the CAFR,
the State Controller must adhere to gen-
erally accepted accounting principles
(GAAP) as set down by the national
Governmental Accounting Standards
Board. Once the Controller is finished,
the report is reviewed by the indepen-
dent Legislative Audit Bureau. The fis-
cal 2006 CAFR is now available at:
www.doa.state.wi.us (click “2006
CAFR” link).

History of GAAP deficits

As the graph shows, Wisconsin
state government has a history of re-
porting general fund deficits in its offi-
cial financial report. In fact, when the
state first used GAAP to prepare the
report in 1990, it ran a deficit. There
have been GAAP deficits ever since.

In the past decade, the smallest
deficits were in fiscal years 1999 and
2000 when they were less than $1 bil-
lion. Since then, they have grown, as
the state was unable to reconcile above-
average spending growth during the
1990’s with the revenue slowdown that
came with tax cuts, followed by the
2000-01 recession, the 9/11 terrorists
attacks, and the Iraq war. From 2003
on, state GAAP deficits have averaged
more than $2 billion.

Both the public and the press are
confused by the condition of state fi-
nances. State law requires budgets to
be balanced, and on paper, they gener-
ally have been. For 2005-06, state bud-
get figures showed a small undesignated
balance of $49.2m.

However, the CAFR concludes
there was a GAAP deficit of almost
$2.2b. Why the difference? The rules
for preparing and enacting a state bud-
get are different—and less demand-
ing—than those used to prepare official
financial statements.

In accounting terms, the state bud-
gets largely on a “cash” basis; money
is reported when it is received or spent.
Financial statements using GAAP fol-
low an “accrual” approach. If an item
is ordered but not yet received, if a fi-
nancial commitment is made, it must
be shown on financial statements.
Thus, timing is important in the cash
vs. accrual difference.

A good illustration is property tax
credits the state uses to “buy down”
annual property tax bills. In Decem-
ber 2004, credits were subtracted from
individual bills. During calendar year
2005, the state reimbursed local gov-

Devil’s in the details

The new state CAFR is not an easy
read, but tucked away in its 247 pages
is much of interest.

O Unrestricted net assets. What
if the state had a serious financial cri-
sis? Could it pay its bills? The state
has some cash on hand and is owed
money by others, but the bulk of its
assets are either restricted (e.g., un-
employment compensation) or infra-
structure. Buildings, roads, and bridges
can only be sold if the state no longer
provides a service. They cannot be sold
quickly, and likely at less than cost.

Thus, in times of crisis, the state
benefits from having unrestricted as-
sets it can use at its discretion to meet
urgent needs. Unfortunately, the state
had no unrestricted net assets in 2005-
06. Indeed, the CAFR shows this item
to be -$8.24b, about a half-billion dol-
lars more than in 2004-05. In 2002,
the net asset figure was -$3.58b, so the
2002-06 increase was 130%, or $4.66b.

O Bonded debt. In addition to the
GAAP deficit, much of the reason for
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the negative asset figure relates to state
bonds. There are two main kinds of
bonds. General obligation (GO) bonds
have the state’s “full faith and credit”
behind them. Revenue bonds are used
when specific fees (e.g., gas taxes or
dorm fees) repay debt.

In fiscal 2006, GO debt for various
“governmental activities” was $4.04b
(up 36.4% from 2002) and totalled
$4.94b. In addition, the state had $3.15b
in revenue bond debt for governmental
activities and $3.84b overall. Revenue
bond debt has increased 53.9%, or over
a half billion dollars, since 2002. When
all state debt is taken into account, it
was $8.98b for governmental activities
and $10.57b in total. The latter figure
is up more than 80% since 2002.

O “Nonroutine” transfers. One
factor in the revenue bond increase has
been transfers from the transportation
fund to boost the sagging general fund.
The CAFR lists various transfers it
terms “inconsistent with the fund mak-
ing the transfer.” For 2005-06, the larg-
est were: transportation ($338.4m);
recycling ($19.1m); utility public ben-
efit ($18.2m); and petroleum inspection

amount came from
the UW System ($33.1m).

California, U.S. comparisons

Although Wisconsin remains a rea-
sonable investment, its bond ratings trail
those of all but a few states, most no-
tably Louisiana and California. Until
recently, California had major fiscal
problems that led to political turmoil. Its
2006 CAFR has not been posted, but
2005 results have (see table, above).

The Golden State had a general
fund surplus of +$0.19b and unre-
stricted net assets of -$52.63b. On a
per capita basis, California’s balance
was +$5.11 per person (see table, row
three, box figures ) vs. Wisconsin’s defi-
cit of -$385.34. California had net un-
restricted assets of -$1,438.4 per capita
vs. Wisconsin’s $-1,476.3 (row four).
Similar findings result when the states
are compared on a personal income ba-
sis (see shaded boxes in table).

Of all 50 states in fiscal 2005, Wis-
consin was one of three states with a
GAAP deficit; its shortfall was second
only to [llinois in size. But, in per capita
terms, Wisconsin’s was easily the larg-
est ($383.35 vs. $240.10) in the U.S.

Status report:

Site visits and inspections have been completed for the properties where owners
responded to the City's survey with permission to inpect. These are clustered in three
neighborhoods - Carver Lane area, 12th St. area just east of Racine, and the Woodland
Drive area north and east of Clovis Grove school. Additional inpections have taken place
where the owners have contacted Larson Engineering directly with foundation concerns.
All inspections were at houses where problems were noted; some have had work done
and some have not.

Compiled precipitation data in the area for the period of record (110 yr). Further, more
detailed, analysis of the last 5-6 years is underway.

Test borings to be completed within the next two weeks, two in existing neighborhoods
and one in new development area in the northeast part of the City.

Most problems seem to be the result of shrink swell activity in the in situ soils, due to the
dry summers experienced over the last 5 years. In most discussions with home owners
they have noted an increase in problems in the past few years, including in houses which
previously had not exhibited problems.

There are several things to report on the noise issue this week. Some of these issues were
discussed with each of you earlier in the week.

1) Jim Campbell of S&P Environmental, the company that installed the baghouse, has
contacted me. S&P has confirmed their commitment to resolving the damper purging fan
noise. Jim has contacted the manufacturer of the dampers and has enlisted their
evolvement in the issue. The damper manufacturer is scheduling a site visit to locate the
source of the noise and engineer a solution. I will give you an update when I have a date
and time for the visit. During the call I made Jim aware of the situation of having the
noise issue with the dampers escalate to neighbors complaints at a City Council Meeting
and complaint to the Mayor.

2) Yesterday 01/10/07 Joe Gehlert of 208 Water Street returned my call made to him last
week. We had very civilized conversation about the noise issue. I passed the above
information on to Joe and restated that I remain committed to resolving the noise issue. |
also reminded Joe that I thought we had resolution to the issue late last spring with he and
the neighbors indicating the noise was reduced to a "liveable" level. I explained that I
had not actively pursued the issue during the period through November due to that fact. I
informed Joe that I had made contact with the vendor the very next morning after his
November compliant and the vendor immediately made a site visit and has the issue
under review. I asked to have the opportunity and time to work on resolving the noise
issue.

Joe brought several alternatives to my attention that he and the other neighbor may
pursue because of the noise "exposed upon them".

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Session Begins: Changed Political Landscape

The 2007-08 legislative session opened this week. Members of the
new legislature and Governor Doyle were inaugurated on
Wednesday.

Last fall’s election changed the political landscape in the state
Capitol. During the last two sessions, Republicans had held
substantial majorities in both houses. In November, the
Democrats gained an 18-15 majority in the Senate and the
Republican majority in the Assembly was reduced from 60-39 to
52-47.

A split legislature is good for municipalities. It means less
legislation will be enacted, reducing the likelihood of state
interference with local control.

League staff has been meeting with Legislative leaders, members
of the Joint Finance Committee and other veteran legislators to
discuss our legislative agenda for the session. Over the next
several weeks we will be meeting with new legislators.

New Legislative Leaders

Both houses will be led by new leaders this session. In the
Assembly, Rep. Mike Huebsch (R-West Salem) replaces John Gard
as Speaker. On the Senate side, the Democrats selected Sen.
Judy Robson (Beloit) as their leader. Both are long-time veterans
of the capitol but new to serving as leaders of their respective
caucuses.

Other leaders on the Senate side are president Fred Risser
(Madison) and assistant majority leader Dave Hansen (Green Bay)
The Republican Senate Caucus selected Sen. Scott Fitzgerald
(Juneau) as minority leader. Sen. Joe Leibham (Sheboygan) will
serve as the assistant minority leader this session.

Joining Rep. Huebsch on the Assembly Republican leadership team
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are majority leader Jeff Fitzgerald (Horicon); speaker pro tem
Mark Gottlieb (Port Washington), who is a strong friend of local
government; and assistant majority leader Mark Gundrum (New
Berlin).

The Assembly Democrats voted to maintain the same leadership
as last session by selecting Jim Krueser (Kenosha) as minority
leader and Jon Richards (Milwaukee) as assistant minority leader.

New Chairs of Municipal Committees Named

Two legislators that support municipalities have been

appointed chairs of the legislative committees dealing with local
government issues. Rep. Mark Gottlieb (R-Port Washington)
was appointed chair of the Assembly Urban and Local Affairs
Committee for this session. Rep. Gottlieb is a former mayor and
city engineer. This marks the first time in many sessions that a
pro-municipality legislator has chaired the Assembly Urban and
Local Affairs Committee.

Sen. Spencer Coggs (D-Milwaukee) will chair the Senate
Committee on Labor, Elections and Urban Affairs. Sen. Coggs is a
former health inspector for the City of Milwaukee and a friend

of municipalities.

According to the latest estimates by the Department of
Administration (DOA), the state faces a projected $1.6 billion
deficit for the next two-year budget cycle.

Please find enclosed a copy of Resolution 126-122006 passed by the Winnebago County
Board on December 19, 2006. This Resolution supports the revision or repeal of Section
70.11(21) of the Wisconsin Statutes, which allows a property tax exemption to companies
for treating waste or pollution abatement activities.

The Wisconsin Tax Appeals Commission in a March 2004 decision, Newark Group, Inc.
vs. Wisconsin Department of Revenue, provided a much broader interpretation of Section
70.11(21). The paper industry and possibly other industries may use this to avoid
property taxes. This exemption will shift the tax burden to other businesses and
residential property taxes. This action will have devastating results in communities like
Neenah, Menasha, the Town of Menasha, and Winnebago County, which have a strong
paper mill presence. Over time many other communities could be adversely impacted as
well.

I urge your support in convincing the Wisconsin Legislature to correct this legislation so
that there is no further erosion of the county, cities, and towns’ tax bases.

Agricultural Use Status of Calumet County Parcels #7-00001-00, 7-00002-01

In September of 2005 the City of Menasha entered into a development agreement with
Edna Huelsbeck relating to the construction of Province Terrace through her property
and related issues. Section 9 of that agreement provides that “Huelsbeck shall be
allowed to use any portion of the property for agricultural purposes for the 2006 and
subsequent growing seasons. The city will assess any property as agricultural that is
actually used for agricultural purposes”.

In December of 2006 Ms. Huelsbeck received tax bills for the two parcels she owns.
None of the property was valued at agricultural use rates despite approximately 9 acres
being used for agricultural purposes.

Accordingly, the following adjustments should be made to the tax bills: Parcel #7-00001-
00 (7.652 acres) reduce from $1,999.03 to $32.39, Parcel #7-00002-01 (9.91 acres
total, 2.25 acres agricultural use) reduce from $5,690.65 to $5,330.48. We recommend
that the Common Council rescind $1,966.64 from the tax bill for parcel #7-00001-00 and
$360.17 from the tax bill from parcel #7-0002-01.

The governing statute reads in part:

74.33 Sharing and charging back of taxes due to palpable errors. (1) GROUNDS.
After the tax roll has been delivered to the treasurer of the taxation district under s.
74.03, the governing body of the taxation district may refund or rescind in whole or in
part any general property tax shown in the tax roll, including agreed-upon interest, if:

(@) A clerical error has been made in the description of the property or in the
computation of the tax.

(f) An arithmetic, transpositional or similar error has occurred.

Engineering services performed under this Amendment are required for the planning, design,
bidding, and construction of Phase 3 wastewater collection system rehabilitation improvements. The
work authorized by this amendment is divided into four parts: Project Management, Phase 3 Sewer
Rehabilitation Design Services, Phase 3 Sewer Rehabilitation Bidding Services, and Phase 3 Sewer
Rehabilitation Construction Related Services.

EXISTING CONDITIONS

Wastewater is collected in the City by a conventional gravity sewer system. The collection
system has 265,660 lineal feet of sanitary sewer pipeline ranging in size from 6-inch to 48-inch in
diameter. The collection system receives significant amounts of clearwater flows during wet weather
conditions. Significant portions of the wastewater collection system are relatively old and are in poor
structural condition. A Sewer System Evaluation Survey (SSES) is performed as the first step to identify
sources of infiltration and inflow (I/1) that are cost-effective to eliminate and to identify the portions of
the wastewater collection system that are in poor structural condition that must be repaired or replaced.

The Phase 3 SSES was performed in 2005 and 2006. The Phase 3 SSES study area is located
west of DePere Street, south of Airport Road, east of Little Lake Butte des Morts, and north of the Fox
River. The area of the Phase 3 SSES study area is 825 acres. The Phase 3 SSES study area has 461
sanitary manholes and approximately 113,200 lineal feet of sanitary sewer ranging in size from 6-inch
diameter to 30-inch diameter.

DESCRIPTION OF PROJECT

The Phase 3 SSES consisted of a manhole inspection program, smoke testing program, sewer
televising program, sanitary lateral televising program, and sump pump inspection program. The
manhole inspection program included inspection of 461 manholes. The inspection program found 102
manholes that have active infiltration, 251 manholes with strains or deposits, 170 manholes with
components in poor structural condition, six manholes with root intrusion, and 230 manholes with covers
that have open pick or vent holes. It is estimated that the infiltration rate from the manhole sources is
27.4 gpm (39,456 gpd). It is estimated that the inflow rate from the manhole covers with open pick or
vent holes is 23.0 gpm (33,120 gpd).

The smoke testing program identified 13 sources of I/I. It is estimated that the I/I rate for the
defects and cross connections is 1.4 gpm (2,016 gpd). The two manhole defects will be corrected in this
sewer improvements project. The other 11 defects will be corrected by the property owner as required
under the Sewer Use Ordinance.

The sewer televising program included cleaning and televising 414 sanitary sewer segments
having a total length of 106,554 feet. One hundred forty-seven segments of the sewer system in the Phase
3 SSES study area are in poor condition. The sewer televising program found 127 sewer segments have
offset joints; 106 sewer segments have open joints; 260 sewer segments have multiple cracks, radial
cracks, or longitudinal cracks; 146 sewer segments have fractured pipe; 127 sewer segments have
deposits; 125 sewer segments have root intrusion; 66 sewer segments have active infiltration; 108 sewer
segments have uneven pipe grade (dips); 106 sewer segments have protruding taps; 50 sewer segments
have leaking lateral connections; and 113 sewer segments have cracked lateral connections. It is
estimated that the infiltration rate from the sanitary sewer defects is 308.3 gpm (443,952 gpd).

The sanitary lateral televising program included televising of 41 sanitary laterals from seven
mainline sewer segments in the Phase 2 SSES study area on Brighton Drive. The defects in the sanitary
laterals will be corrected by the property owner. After lining is completed on sewer segments, the leaking
lateral connections will be grouted.

The Phase 3 SSES included evaluation of 29 sewer segments in the Phase 2 SSES study area,
including the seven sewer segments on Brighton Drive, that could not be effectively rehabilitated during
the Phase 2 sewer rehabilitation program. The evaluation found 24 sewer segments with fractured pipe.
Other defects found included offset joints, deposits, multiple cracks, radial cracks, longitudinal cracks,
root intrusion, uneven pipe grade (dips), protruding taps, leaking lateral connections, and cracked lateral
connections.

The recommended plan includes rehabilitation of sanitary manholes and sewers. The
rehabilitation of manholes will include grouting defects in 15 manholes, reforming the invert in two
manholes, patching and sealing joints in two manholes, and backplastering walls that have corroded in
two manholes with high strength non-shrink repair mortar. The rehabilitation of manholes will include
installation of adjustment rings and replacement of the casting in one manhole and replacing 185 manhole
covers. The rehabilitation of manholes will include replacing five manholes and lining 119 manholes
with a poured-in-place concrete liner.

The rehabilitation of sanitary sewers will include root cutting, root treatment, and grouting of 28
sewer segments. The rehabilitation of sanitary sewers will include cured-in-place pipeline (CIPP) spot
lining of 65 sewer segments in the Phase 3 SSES Study Area and 15 sewer segments in the Phase 2 SSES
Study Area. The rehabilitation of sanitary sewers will include CIPP total lining of 124 sewer segments in
the Phase 3 SSES Study Area and nine sewer segments in the Phase 2 SSES Study Area. The
recommended plan includes replacement of two sewer segments.

The construction costs for the manhole and sewer rehabilitation work is estimated to be
$2,893,500. The total project cost, including engineering and contingencies, is estimated to be
$3,038,200.
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PROJECT APPROACH

The Phase 3 Sewer Rehabilitation project will be bid as four unit price contracts. Multiple contracts
will eliminate the mark-up associated with major subcontracts and to encourage competitive bidding. It is
anticipated that the following contracts will be awarded for the project:

-07A Sewer Lining Work

-07B Sewer Rehabilitation Work
-07C Sewer Replacement Work
-07D Manhole Lining Work

The contract for sewer lining work will include CIPP total lining of the sanitary sewers. The contract
for sewer rehabilitation work will include root treatment and grouting sanitary sewer defects, CIPP spot
lining of sewer segments, and grouting and wall repair of sanitary manhole defects. The contract for
sewer replacement work will include replacement of sanitary manholes and sewers. The contract for
manhole lining work will include poured-in-place concrete lining of manholes, reforming sanitary
manhole inverts, installation of adjustment rings, and manhole casting replacement.

The contracts will have unit prices for the major work items. A pre-bid meeting will be held with all
interested contractors. All contractors will be prequalified for the project by the City before bids are

opened.

PROJECT SCHEDULE

The schedule is designed to allow the sewer rehabilitation work to be completed by August of 2008.
Factors influencing the schedule include regulatory approvals and weather conditions. The work will be
advertised for a 20 to 30-day period. Bids for all four contracts will be taken on the same day. A
12-month construction period is anticipated. The schedule will be refined when the design is completed.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO CITY OF MENASHA PURCHASING POLICY

The Common Council of the City of Menasha does ordain as follows:
SECTION 1: Sec. 3 — 1 — 17 is created to read:

(a) The purchase of any service or product by the City of Menasha where it is
expected that the total cost will exceed $2500 shall require the Department
wishing to make that purchase to solicit Requests for Proposals.

(b) The Request for Proposals specified in sec. 3 — 1 — 17 (a) shall be advertised in a
commercially reasonable manner so as to provide the opportunity for the City of
Menasha to obtain the lowest price for the services or products.

(©) In the event that a Department Head is recommending that the City choose a
product or service that is not the lowest proposal, that Department Head shall
supply the Common council with a written statement as to the reasons the lowest
proposal is not selected.

(d) If a Department Head believes that a vendor supplying a proposal is not
qualified to provide the service or the product, that Department Head shall refer
to the Common Council a recommendation that the vendor be disqualified. The
Common council shall hold a hearing and decide whether the vendor shall be
disqualified.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO “DRY NIGHTS” AT LICENSED PREMISES

An underage person who is a resident, employee, lodger or boarder on the premises
controlled by the proprietor, licensee or permittee of which the licensed premises consists
or is a part.

An underage person who enters or is on a "Class A" retail intoxicating liquor premises for
the purpose of purchasing edibles or beverages other than alcohol beverages. An underage
person so entering the premises may not remain on the premises after the purchase.

Hotels, drug stores, grocery stores, bowling alleys, cars operated by any railroad, regularly
established athletic fields, stadiums or public facilities as defined in Sec. 125.51(5)(b)1.d,
Wis. Stats., which are owned by a county or municipality.

Premises in the state fair park, concessions authorized on state-owned premises in the state
parks and state forests as defined or designated in Chs. 27 and 28, Wis. Stats., and parks
owned or operated by agricultural societies.

Ski chalets, golf clubhouses and private tennis clubs.

Premises operated under both a Class "B" or "Class B" license or permit and a restaurant
permit where the principal business conducted is that of a restaurant. If the premises are
operated under both a Class "B" or "Class B" license or permit and a restaurant permit, the
principal business conducted is presumed to be the sale of alcohol beverages, but the
presumption may be rebutted by competent evidence.

An underage person who enters or remains on a Class "B" or "Class B" premises for the
purpose of transacting business at an auction or market as defined in Sec. 125.32(4)(b)1,
Wis. Stats., if the person does not enter or remain in a room where alcohol beverages are
sold or furnished.

An underage person who enters or remains in a room on Class "B" or "Class B" licensed
premises separate from any room where alcohol beverages are sold or served for the
purpose of engaging in marching or drilling with a group of other persons if no alcohol
beverages are furnished or consumed by any person in the room where the underage
person is present and the presence of underage persons is authorized under this
Subsection. An underage person may enter and remain on Class "B" or "Class B"
premises under this Subsection only if the municipality which issued the Class "B" or
"Class B" license adopts an ordinance permitting underage persons to enter and remain on



the premises as provided in this Subsection and the law enforcement agency responsible
for enforcing the ordinance issues to the Class "B" or "Class B" licensee a written
authorization permitting underage persons to be present under this Subsection on the date
specified in the authorization. Before issuing the authorization, the law enforcement
agency shall make a determination that the presence of underage persons on the licensed
premises will not endanger their health, welfare or safety or that of other members of the
community. The licensee shall obtain a separate authorization for each date on which
underage persons will be present on the premises.

9) A person who is at least 18 years of age and who is working under a contract with the
licensee, permittee or corporate agent to provide entertainment for customers on the
premises.

(10)  An underage person who enters or remains on Class “B” or “Class B” licensed premises
on a date specified by the licensee or permittee during times when no alcohol beverages
are consumed, sold or given away. During those times, the licensee, the agent named in
the license if the licensee is a corporation or limited liability company or a person who has
an operator’s license shall be on the premises unless all alcohol beverages are stored in a
locked portion of the premises. The licensee shall notify the local law enforcement agency,
in advance, of the times underage persons will be allowed on the premises under this
subdivision.

(11)  An underage person who enters or remains in a dance hall attached to Class “B” or “Class
B” licensed premises if the dance hall is separate from any room where alcohol beverages
are sold, if there is a separate entrance to the dance hall and if no alcohol beverages are
furnished or consumed by any person in the dance hall where the underage person is
present.

(12)  An underage person who enters and remains on premises for which a temporary Class “B”
license is issued under s. 125.26 (6) if the licensee is authorized by the official or body of
the municipality that issued the license to permit underage persons to be on the premises
under s. 125.26 (6) and if the licensee permits persons to be on the premises.

SECTION 2: This ordinance shall become effective upon its passage and publication as
provided by law.

It is recommended that a Clean Water Fund (CWF) Loan application be submitted to the Wisconsin
Department of Natural Resources (WDNR) to obtain a low interest loan (2.475% for a 20-year period) for
the Phase 3 Wastewater Collection System Improvements project. The City of Menasha passed a
reimbursement resolution for the CWF loan obtained for the Phase 2 Wastewater Collection System
Improvements. The WDNR requires municipalities to adopt a reimbursement resolution for each project.
The resolution declares the City's official intent to reimburse its municipal account if the City intends to
use proceeds from a tax-exempt debt issue to reimburse its municipal account from which project costs
were paid prior to the availability of the proceeds from the debt issue. The U.S. Department of Treasury
adopted the current reimbursement regulations (26 CFR 1.150-2) effective on July 1, 1993. Project costs
paid by a municipality out of its internal accounts, prior to adopting a reimbursement resolution, may not
be eligible for reimbursement from the CWF loan proceeds. The WDNR will not process the CWF
application we plan to submit in March if the City has not adopted a reimbursement resolution. The
adoption of this resolution does not commit the City to expend any funds for the project.

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RESOLUTION NO. R-3-07

RESOLUTION DECLARING OFFICIAL INTENT TO REIMBURSE
EXPENDITURES FOR CLEAN WATER FUND LOAN PROGRAM

WHEREAS, the City of Menasha, Wisconsin (the "Municipality") owns and operates a sewerage
system (the "System") as a public utility; and

WHEREAS, the Municipality plans to construct Phase 3 Wastewater Collection System
Improvements (the "Project"); and

WHEREAS, the Municipality expects to receive a loan (the "Loan") from the State of Wisconsin
Clean Water Fund Loan Program (the "Program") to finance the project and expects to issue tax exempt
bonds (the "Bonds") to the Program in evidence of the Loan; and

WHEREAS, because the Loan will not become available prior to 2007, the Municipality must
provide interim financing to cover costs of the Project incurred prior to receipt of the Loan; and

WHEREAS, it is necessary, desirable, and in the best interests of the Municipality to advance
moneys from its funds on hand on an interim basis until the Loan becomes available and the Bonds can be
issued.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the City of Menasha, Wisconsin, that:

Section 1. Expenditure of Funds. The Municipality shall make expenditures as needed from its funds on
hand to pay the costs of the Project until Bond proceeds become available.

Section 2. Declaration of Official Intent. The Municipality hereby officially declares its intent under
Treas. Reg. Section 1.150-2 to reimburse said expenditures with proceeds of the Bonds, the principal
amount of which is not expected to exceed $3,000,000.

Section 3. Unavailability of Long-Term Funds. No funds for payment of the Project from sources other
than the Bonds are, or are reasonably expected to be, reserved, allocated on a long-term basis, or
otherwise set aside by the Municipality pursuant to its budget or financial policies.

Section 4. Public Availability of Official Intent Resolution. This resolution shall be made available for
public inspection at the City Clerk's office within thirty (30) days after its approval in compliance with
applicable State law governing the availability of records of official acts including subchapter II of
Chapter 19, and shall remain available for public inspection until the Bonds are issued.

Section 5. Effective Date. This resolution shall be effective upon its adoption and approval.
